1. (Currently amended) A vehicle radar system comprising: 

a radar transceiver portably attached to the-a_vehicle. 

2. (Original) The vehicle radar system of claim 1 further comprising: 

a radar display portably attached to the vehicle. 

3. (Original) The vehicle radar system of claim 2, wherein the radar display is portably attached 
to the interior of the vehicle. 

4 (Currently amended) The vehicle radar system of claim 2, wherein the radar display is 
portably attached to the exterior of the vehicle mmtpjttvisi ble to an occupant of the vejncle, 

5. (Original) The vehicle radar system of claim 2, wherein the radar transceiver is portably 

'. attached to a vehicle window. 

1 6. (Original) The vehicle radar system of claim 1, further comprising: 

2 a radar display disposed upon the radar transceiver. 

1 7. (Currently amended) The vehicle radar system of claim 1. wherein the radar transceiver is 

2 portably attached to the interior of the vehicle, 

1 8. (Currently amended) The vehicle radar system of claim 1, wherein the radar transceiver is 

2 portably attached to the exterior of the vehicle 

1 9. (Original) The vehicle radar system of claim 1, wherein the radar transceiver is portably 

2 mounted to a vehicle window. 
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10. (New) The vehicle radar system of claim 6, wherein the radar transceiver is portably 
attached to the interior of the vehicle. 

11. (New) The vehicle radar system of claim 6, wherein the radar transceiver is portably 
attached to the exterior of the vehicle so as to be visible to an occupant of the vehicle. 

12. (New) The vehicle radar system of claim 6, wherein the radar transceiver is portably 
mounted to a vehicle window so as to be visible to an occupant of the vehicle. 

13. (New) The vehicle radar system of claim 2, wherein the radar display is adapted to be 
mounted so as to be visible to an occupant of the vehicle in a rear view mirror of the vehicle. 

14. (New) The vehicle radar system of claim 6, wherein the radar display is adapted to be 
mounted so as to be visible to an occupant of the vehicle in a rear view mirror of the vehicle. 
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
